Martin Luther King caught on* 
of Gregory'* barbs. Gregory de- 
scribed a photograph of the Birm- 
ingham demonstrations, which 
had been shown all over the 
world. In It, a tfegro with a coke 
bottle in hit hand was opposite a 
cop with a baaooka, — "and Mar- 
tin Luther King standing in the 
middle saying "cool It baby, we're 
winning,"* 

In reading the message from 
Che Guevara to the Harlem au- 
dience, Malcolm X called Gue- 
vara "a good friend ot mine.'* 
Guevara expressed his regrets that 
circumstances prevented him from 
being present He ended his mes- 
sage of solidarity with: "United 
we win win." The audience ap- 
plauded with great warmth. 

Malcolm X was very pleased 
with the audience's reaction and 
said he was happy to see they 
didn't let the commercial press 
mak* up their minds about who 
were their friends and who were 
1 their enemies. • 

"You don't see any anti-Castro 
Cubans around here,** he con- 
tinued, "We eat them up)" 

Babu of Zanzibar, was Intro- 
duced by Malcolm X as a proven 
revolutionary and a man be was 
honored to call his friend. Babu 
praised Malfflim X as the only 
, American leader who had taken 
the trouble to travel all over Af- 
rica and explain the troubles of 
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the American people- "The strug- 
gle of the P«ople suffering in Af- 
frica and these suffering here la 
one and the same," he said. Mal- 
colm X had spread the message 
throughout Africa that we must 
all unite, Babu reported, "This It 
a world problem — the oppressed 
against the oppressor ... we must 
unite all of the people we can." 

White Atrocities 

Speaking of the Congo, he de- 
clared the atrocities there had not 
been committed by the Congolese, 
but by ,the Belgians and white 
mercenaries. 

He went on to speak of the 
great strength of th* Americans 
of African descent in the United 
States and all over Latin Amer- 
ica. "We follow all your battle* 
here in the United Slates . . . Your 
success will mean our success in 
Africa," he explained. 

Babu predicted 'that "what has 
happened so far is only a ripple, 
but there is a com ins; tide" in the 
Congo. "You have to be prepared 
for It," he said referring to the 
propaganda against the Congolese 
fighting for their freedom. 

Another rally of the (OAAU 
will be held Sunday, Dec. 20, 8 
pm., at the Audubon Hall at 166 
St and Broadway. The discussion 
of the events in the Congo will 
continue, and the OAAU win spell 
out its program on how to best 
utilize political action.

Blsck Mislla movement) arrived In Accra on May 11 for a ruch delayed 
six-day visit to Ghana. He was previously scheduled to arrive on 
April 16; however, without explanation, he failed to arrive as planned. 

During his visit, ffelcoln spoke to the Association of Ghanaian 
Journalists end gave a lecture at the Uhiversity of Ghana, entitled 
"Will Africa Ignite America's Facial Powder Keg?" He aloo spoke 
before students of Kvaae Ekrumah Ideological Institute and to an 
informal group of Parliaaent members. Ifclcolm was not officially 
Invited to Ghana "by the Ghana Government but came at the Invitation 
of the "Marxist Forum, " a nev "student' 1 organization at the University 
of Ghana. He did not have an interview with President KKEUMA3, nor 
did the Government hold any official receptions for bin. 

Themes of Malcolm > Speeches 

Mslcolm emphasised the following basic themes during his speaking 
tour of Ghana: 

1* Hegroes were stolen from Africa and forced to forget their 
culture and traditions, yet they never have been accepted Into American 
society.

The featured speaker was OAAU Chairman and MKX 
leader Malcolm X. He devoted most of his speech to the Congo 
situation claiming that the united States is responsible 
for the situation there because of its support for Congo 
Premier Moise Tshombe. Malcolm X charged that It was the 
United States who was hiring white mercenary soldiers for 
Tshombe and these white mercenaries, described by Malcolm X 
aa "hired killers", are the ones who are killing innocent 
Africans, 

Malcolm X also spoke on Mississippi and indicated 
that the struggle for independence by Africans was synonymous 
with the struggle for freedom by Afro- Americans in the United 
States. Malcolm X also stated that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation cannot stop the murders In Mississippi so "they" 
would have to take care of it. He did not elaborate further 
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Organisation of Afro -American unity 

on what "they" would do other than to remark in Jest that he 
would pay a reward of $1.00 to anyone who would "get" the 
sheriff and his deputy who were recently released after being 
arrested for killing three civil rights workers. 

After his speech Malcolm X introduced Negro 
comedian Dick Oregory who Joked about 40 minutes chiefly 
concerning law enforcement and the racial situation in the 
South.

In an interview with RCNA here he said that China's nuclear test helped not 
only the cnuco of the Afro -Americano but also that of all people of the world fighting

Ho praised the Chinese government's proposal for a world summit conference to 
dlseuss tho complete prohibition and thorough destruction of nuclear weapons. It wns 
indeed "a very good suggestion," he said. .■ 

Referring to the present struggle of the American Negroes and the firm supi*ort 
f.Lvcn to thin ntruggle hy tho Chinese people, ho sold that the U.S. impcrlolints would 
novcr loosen their grip on tho ZZ million colonized American Ifcgrocn before tho peoples 
or Antn find Africa c«ot off the yoke of imperialism and become strong. "Rearing thin 
In mind, wo therefore npprecinto the great strides that tho Chine so people have mania 
towunl truo Iwhjpcnrtc/ico and the unlimited contribution they era sinking to help tho 
upprcnjiod peoples in other pnrtn of the world to throw off 'the chnlna of Liipcrlnllcm."

During May, 1964, NY T-l advised that Shaykh 
Muhammad Surur al-Sabban, former finance minister and now 
the President of the Muslim World League (MtfL), Saudi 
Arabia, bad expressed great concern about "Black Muslims" 
(NOI) in the United States, The MWL wanted to send a 
representative to the United States to Investigate the 
controversial movement since the MWL is interested In 
helping Muslims everywhere and has the finances to do so. 
However, the Mtti wants the recipients of their aid to be 
genuine Muslims and "not merchants of religion or distorters 
of the teachings of Islam* " 

According to NY T-l, the MWL chose Shaykh Ahmad 
Hassoun for this investigative mission to the United states 
and he was expected to go Sometime in July, 1964. Hassoun 
Is a Sudanese described by Sabban as "a man of culture who 
speaks English like a native". Hassoun's mission is to 
determine if the "Black Muslims" are true believers and if 
so, whether they deserve support from the Islamic world.
